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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued in substance that the office 
action did not described or suggested that rejecting the driver request comprises storing the protocol interface in a data structure in 
response to identifying a request by a driver to access an architectural protocol installed in the processor system. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and submits that the storing of the restricted protocol interface and rejecting of the violating request are referred to 
in the alternative as described in the specification [Publication 2004/0268368, paragraphs 45-46] and not as a subset to further narrowing 
the rejecting of the driver request. In addition, storing the restricted protocol interface (in a protocol database) provided an intended result 
of hiding the restricted protocol interface from the loaded driver, see MPEP 21 1 1 .04. The claim merely recites storing the protocol 
interface in a data structure in response to identifying a request (install/reinstall request) by a driver, Version 102 teaches the installation 
and reinstallation of the protocol interface which implicitly required the storing or temporarily storing of the protocol interface and therefore 
satisfied the claimed limitation. 
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
